Sloan  to 
settle  the  strike  of  35,000  British  Columbia  woodworkers. 

Jack  Peace,  chairman  of  the  Victoria  I.W.A.  strike  com- 
mittee. thought  the  Sloan  report  represented  a gain  for 
the  workers  as  it  recognized  the  principle  of  the  40-hour 
week.

A S5.000.000  shipbuilding  contract  is  now  on  the  desk 
of  H.  S Hammill.  general  manager  of  Victoria  Machinery 
Depot  Co.,  Ltd  . but  It  is  possible  the  papers  will  not  b« 
signed  due  to  present  uncertain  labor  conditions. 

There  is  also  a possibilHy^hat  No.  2 Yard  of  V M D , 
where  nearly  1.100  men  are  now  employed,  will  be  closed- 
down.  - 

Interviewed  yesterday.  Mr  Hammill  said  work  involved 
in  the  contract  would  have  kept  every  worker  in  his  ship- 
yard busy  for  more  than  a year 

He  recalled  a recent  meeting  between  representatives 
of  shipyard  unions  and  shipyard  management,  at  which 
labor  asked  for  higher  wages,  a shorter  work  week,  and 
other  concessions. 

“It  is  our  endeavor  to  secure  work  to  continue  our 
operations.”  the  shipyard  manager  said.  "To  do  so  wc  have 
bid  on  a number  of  contracts  at  prices  based  on  our  present 
scale  of  wages,  and  without  adequate  profit  consideration." 


VANCOUVER.  June  1.  <CFj.—  Police 
arretted  »even  of  800  I W A tinker* 
w ho  sold  lag*  on  Vancouver  at  reel 
corners  today  in  aid  of  the  British 
Columbia  lumber  strike  despite  re- 
fusal by  city  officials  for  permis- 
sion to  hold  the  tag  day. 

Those  arrested  were  charged  with 
obatructing  and  later  released  on  135 
bail  each. 

Leas  than^a u hour  after  the  tag- 
ger* spread  through  downtown  Van- 
couver. police  were  moving  through 
the  area  ordering  them  to  move  on 

In  most  instances  the  taggers 
moved  a few  steps  then  stopped 
’‘Move  on.'  police  repeated.  The 
taggers  would  move  again. 

One  logger  told  the  officer  his 
orders  were  to  move  three  steps  then 
stop.  This  procedure  continued  and 
finally  the  officer  said  "All  right, 
then,  you  had  better  come  wiUi  me 
We  ll  argue  this  out  at  the  station.' 

The  same  thing  was  happening 
on  other  corners.

Chief  Justice  Sloan  recommended 
as  a basis  for  setUement  of  the 
strike: 

I.  A 15-cent-an-Jiour  across-the- 
board  wage  Increase. 

3 A 44-hour  week  during  April. 
May,  June.  July,  August  and  Sep- 
tember with  time  and  a half  for 
hour*  worked  over  a 44- hour  week. 

3 A 40- hour  week  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year. 

4.  A 44-hour  week  in  sawmills. 

S A "voluntary  revocable  check- 
off" which  means  that  if  requested 
by  the  employee,  the  employer  must 
deduct  union  dues  from  the  em- 
ployer's cheque. 

The  report  turned  down  the  1 W A 
request  for  ' union  Mriunty"  because 
• I am  unable  lo  reach  the  conclusion 
that  the  union  will  stand  in  any 
need  of  any  form  of  additional 
security'  or  'unton  shop'  organisa- 
tion In  order  to  permit  it  effec- 
tively to  ‘police  the  contract  ' " 

A request  by  the  employers  asking 
that  union  contracts  be  nullified  In 
the  event  of  a strike  was  also 
refused 

Premier  John  Hart  and  Labor 
Minister  George  R.  Tearson  issued  a 
Joint  statement  urging  the  IW  A, 
and  the  operators  to  accept  the 
settlement  plan.

• 38  Person*  Aboard 
Airplane  From  India 

NAPLES.  June  1 Al  least 

right  of  38  persons  aboard  were 
killed  today  when  a US  Army 
transport  plane  from  India  crashed 
in  flames  into  the  sea  near  Naples 
and  32  of  the  occupant*  still  were 
mining  early  tonight. 

A Salerno  dispatch  to  the  Rome 
nrw?paper  Giornale  rl  Italia  said  the 
known  dead  totaled  25- 

Only  eight  persons  were  iescued 
immediately.  American  military 
policemen  said. 

All  38  persons  aboard  the  plane. 
flMpg  to  the  United  States,  were  said 
to  be  military  personnel. 

The  bodies  of  eight  were  recov- 
ered. Italian  fishermen  sped  to  the 
scene  as  noon  as  thr  plane  plunged 
into  the  Tyrrhenian  Sea  near  JKs- 
vrllo.  a sernte  spot  Just  smith  ot 
the  big  port  of  Naples. 

Observers  said  nine  parachutes 
were  seen  In  tha  air  Just  as  the  plane 
crashed 

The  plane  caught  fire  in  the  air 
and  vwne  of  the  passenger*  managed 
to  ball  out  before  it  crashed,  one 
survivor  said. 

I One  of  the  survivors,  bgt.  Robert 
G.  King.  Grove  City.  Pa,  said  the 
fire  started  in  the  pilot's  compart- 
ment and  we  were  all  told  to 
abandon  ship  immediately." 

I hit  the  water  just  after  the 
plane  crashed  I looked  up  and  saw- 
11  parachutes  in  the  air.  The  plane 
seemed  to  crumple  and  sink

Clashes  Occur 
In  Ilalian 
Monarchy  Vote 


ROME  June  1 .4V  -Clashes  be- 
tween Monarchists  and  Republicans 
broke  out  In  Milan  today  on  the  eve 
of  Italy's  plebiscite  on  whether  lo 
keep  the  royal  House  of  Bavoy  or 
to  start  bark  on  the  road  from 
Fascism  and  defeat  under  a re- 
public. 

The  Italian  news  agency  Am* 
said  that  King  Umberto  II,  whose 
fate  will  be  decided  at  the  polls  to- 
morrow. was  forced  to  leave  the 
Milan  Cathedral  through  an  under- 
ground pos*age  after  demonstrators 
broke  through  x police  cordon  as  he 
appeared  at  the  cathedral  door. 

Clashes  had  been  going  on  in 
the  huge  Duomo  Square  while  the 
King  visited  the  cathedral,  and  In 
the  Royal  Palace  Square  while  Al- 
fred Cardinal  Schuster,  Archbishop 
of  Milan,  paid  Umberto  "a  visit  of 
homage  " Ansa  reported 

The  dispatch  did  not  say  whether 
the  demonstrators  at  the  cathedral 
who  broke  through  the  cordon  were 
hostile. 

Umberto  left  shortly  afterward  for 
Venice  to  complete  Ills  "campaign

Yet 
few  of  us  know  ourselves  really  well 
and  if  we  take  ume  to  think  about 
It  we  realize  that  the  features  at 
which  we  gaxe  so  often  hide  many 
peculiar  contradictions. 

To  ourselves,  in  fact,  our  (aces 
never  change,  which  may  be  why 
they  don't  speak  the  truth  to  us.

Canadians 
were  given  a post  of  honor  in  company  with 
United  Kingdom  divisions.  Theirs’  was  the 
task  ot  pinning  down  and  holding  the  main 
weight  of  the  German  defences  in  the  West, 
while  the  Allies  prepared  behind  this  barrier 
to  break  out  in  force  that  proved  to  be  ir- 
resistible. It  was  a bold  plan,  brilliantly  con- 
ceived and  faithfully  executed.  At  Caen  it 
was  costly,  and  Canadians  losses  there  were 
among  the  steepest  jn  the  war. 

If  is  a little  more  than  one  year  ago  since 
that  thrust,  the  invasion  of  Germany  from 
the  West,  succeeded  beyond  all  exceptattons. 
leading  to  the  formal  surrender  which  was 
confirmed  twenty-four  hours  after  the  articles 
of  full  surrender  by  the  enemy  were  received 
by  the  Allied  High  Command.  Snipers,  land 
mine*  and  other  causes  were  yet  to  claim  addi- 
tional lives,  but  victory  in  the  field  had  been 
won.  Our  heartfelt  thanks  today  are  due  to 
the  living  who  have  returned  with  their 
battle  scars,  and  forever  to  the  dead  who  pre- 
eminently fulfilled  the  injunction  that  was 
cired  by  St.  Paul,  at  I Cor.  x.24:  “Lrt  no 
man  seek  his  own.  but  every  man  another's 
wealth.”

'Hie  Lonbtitution 

W'c  had  wondered  how  long  it  would  be 
before  one  or  other  of  the  Canadian  Prov- 
inces challenged  the  right  of  the  Dominion 
lo  apply  to  the  Privy  Council  for  a change 
in  the  British  North  America  Aci  without 
prior  reference  of  the  point  at  issue  fo  the 
Provinces.  Premier  Duplcssis.  of  Quebec,  has 
now  done  so.  and  he  is  perfectly  within  his 
rights.  If  the  Dominion  could  chop  and 
change  the  British  North  America  Act  in  an 
ex  parte  fashion  that  which  we  know  as  our 
constitution  would  not  last  long.  It  could 
he  altered  and  rewritten  nn  the  expediency 
of  every  Federal  Cabinet  that  came  to  power. 

In  this  instance,  the  precise  point  at  issue 
is  a relatively  small  one  — whether  or  not  ten 
seats  should  he  added  to  the  representation 
tn  the  Canadian  House  of  Commons.  The 
Minister  of  Justice.  Mr.  St  Laurent,  has 
affirmed  that  this  is  a matter  within  the  sole 
competence  of  the  Dominion  Quite  obvious- 
ly it  is  not.  If  it  were,  the  Dominion  could 
increase  those  seats  which  flattered  the 
present  regime  and  deny  representation  to 
others  that  traditionally  have  not  done  so. 
Representation  in  Parliament  must  stand  on 
sounder  ground  than  that  In  this  instance, 
the  Dominion  should  have  asked  each  of  the 
nine  Provinces  for  their  views,  and  that  in 
addition  to  their  inalienable  right  lo  be 
present  at  the  Privy  Council  to  support  or  to 
oppose  the  Dominion  s application  if  they  so 
wish. 

It  is  a very  small  shift  from  changing  the 
constitution  of  Canada  in  little  things  by 
such  ex  parte  appluation  to  changing  it 
vitally,  to  the  weal  or  harm  of  all  the  people 
of  Canada.  I he  nine  Provinces  cannot  be 
shut  out  there  If  our  present  Minister  of 
Justice  thinks  that  they  can  hr  should  take 
time  out  and  read  the  British  North  America 
Act  once  over  for  hts  own  enlightenment 

Premier  Duplc.xsis  is  no  doubt  voicing 
some  of  the  alarm  of  a French  speaking  sec- 
tion ol  Canada  in  his  present  protest  We 
think  that  while  there  is  small  occasion  for 
such  alarm.  Mr  Duplcssis  is  making  none  the 
less,  a valuable  contribution  in  defence  of  a 
constitution  that  is  not  to  be  changed  by  mei'c 
whim.’  In  our  view,  he  fs  perfectly  right. 
It  is  entirely  probable  that  each  of  the  nine

able? Surely  the  simple  and  prac- 
tical way  of  dealing  with  this  prob- 
lem would  be  to  shut  off  the  supply 
from  the  Goldstream  Lake,  and 
switch  onto  the  Sooke  supply  line, 
then  the  citizens  will  get  what  thw 
want,  viz.,  a pure  wa’'-r  supply,  and 
thus  eliminate  the  expense  of 
chlorinating,  which  at  best  is  a 
remedy  worse  than  the  disease.

If.  before  criticizing  B>paranto. 
the  gifted  Interpreter  had  taken  the 
trouble  to  learn  It  thoroughly  -an 
easy  task  for  one  of  his  evident 
linguistic  talent -lie  would  have 
realized  that  It  Ls  as  much  a living, 
growing  language  as  English  or  any 
other,  capable  of  the  most  delicate 
nuances  and  at  the  same  time 
marked  by  a precision  of  meaning 
which  renders  tt  equally  suitable  to 
the  poet,  the  philosopher,  or  the 
production  engineer— though  pos- 
slbly  not  the  politician 

We  ourselves,  naturally  and  with 
some  reason,  believe  English  to  be 
one  of  the  finest  languages;  but  how- 
many  foreigners  ever  really  master 
the  vagaries  of  Its  spelling.  Its  pro- 
nunciation. its  Idiom? 

Furthermore,  does  anyone  expect 
that  Russians.  Frenchmen.  Span- 
iard*. or  Olivers,  will  relish  the  idea 
of  their  own  language  taking  second 
place,  or  of  thetr  diplomats  having 
lo  conduct  negotiations  at  a dis- 
advantage compared  with  British, 
Americans,  Canadians,  etc  ? With  a 
neutral  language  'Esperanto  or 
something  better',  however,  all  could 
meet  on  equal  terms,  exchanges 
could  be  made  direct,  instead  of 
through  interpreters,  and  no  na- 
tional susceptibilities  would  be  in- 
jured 

Incidentally.  which  particular 
branch  of  the  English  language  does 
thia  Interpreter  advocate?  That 
spoken  by  Englishmen,  by  Ameri- 
cans by  Ogden  or  by  whom?
